REGENT HAS YIELDED 
AND CHINA MIAY GET 
PARLIAMENT IN 1913 


| 


NEW YORK The Herald’s Peking 
correspondent says: 

“JT am able to state, on the highest 
authority, that the prince regent has 
decided to grant an early opening of the 
Chinese Parliament. 

“The probable date will be 1913 instead 
of 1916. Great enthusiasm has _ been | 
aroused throughout the empire by the 
unanimous action of the Tzu Cheng Yuan 
on Saturday. 

“The action, coupled with the govern- 
ment’s financial difficulties, was the con- 
trolling factor in influencing the regent, 
His decision was reached today after a 
conference with the princes and nobles. 
While the regent was disposed to insist 
on a rigid adherence to the original pro- 
gram, the notable success of the pro- 
vincial and national representation con- 
vineed him that the preparatory period 
might safely be shortened. 

“His decision will insure the Tzu 
Cheng Yuan’s cooperation in effecting an 
increase in internal taxation, which is 
urgently needed. With a view to the 
accomplishment of this end an edict was 
issued today instructing the board of 
finance to submit the budget to’ the 
Tzu Cheng Yuan.” 

The decision to grant a national par- 

liament to the Chinese people was part 
of the program of the constitutional re- 
form of the late Dowager Empress and 
now being carried out by Prince Chun, 
the Regent of the empire. The date for 
the opening of this national legislature 
was set for 1916. 
_ In the provinces, however, the demand 
for a national parliament at a date 
earlier than 1916 became insistent, and 
a few months ago a delegation of mem- 
bers ot the provincial assemblies went 
to Pekin to lay this demand before the 
Regent.

Indiana Voters Make Intel- 
ligent Poll Impossible, as 
for first Time They Refuse 
to Disclose Intentions. 


BOTH CLAIM VICTORY 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. — When Mr. 
Roosevelt said in his Indianapolis speech 
that he had no doubt of Senator Albert 
J. Beveridge’s reelection he made a 
broadér assertion than careful observers 
of Indiana politics are willing to make 
today. With the campaign within two 
weeks of an end, conservative politicians 
are a unit in declaring that conditions are 
so confusing that they do not care pub- 

- licly to make a prediction. 

A feature of this campaign is the reti- 
cence of the voters. The 30-day poll 
shows that there are thousands of voters 
who will not state their intentions. 


Efforts of members of both parties to 
poll their own precincts have failed. At 
Anderson and Columbus, where the latest 
precinct polls have been attempted. one- 
third of the Democrats and Republicans 
declined to say how they would vote. 


County option and the liquor question 
are paramount issues. Senator Beveridge 
and the Republican leaders have been 
careful to avoid the subject. The Demo- 
cratic candidates have got at the temper- 
ance issue strong and it will not be sur- 
prising, according to party leaders of 
both sides, if it plays a prominent part in 
legislative districts, where the contests 
are close. 

Senator Beveridge’s managers claim 
they have at least 25 majority on joint 
ballot. The Democrats claim that John 
Kern will have a majority of at least 20 
on joint ballot and may be 40. 


Leaves It to Legislature 


DES MOINES, Ia.—Governor Carroll, 
in a speech at Clarenda Monday, an- 
nounced that he will leave the matter of 
a successor to the late Senator J. P. 
Dolliver to the state Legislature which 
meets in January. 

The Governor’s statement puts an end 
to the boom of a dozen or so candidates, 
including Judge W. S. Kenyon of Fort 
Dodge.

The grocer continues to keep watch 
over Enid, and finally on the day preced- 
ing the attainment of her majority gets 
her to promise to seek the protection of 
Sherlock Holmes. Rylott tries to get 
Enid to sign “papers” giving him her 
fortune. Enid rushes off to London to 
seek Sherlock Holmes, with Rylott in hot 
pursuit. Holmes is discovered in his 
familiar Baker-street rooms in the sur- 
roundings made familiar in William Gil- 
lette’s play built about the great detec- 
tive. |

FOUR MEXICANS 
GET MUSIC OUT 
OF A MARIMBA 


Evidently Hard to Operate, 
but United States Consul 
Says the Results Are Inde- 
scribably Sweet.

W ASHINGTON—Albert W. Brickwood. 
Jr., United States consul at Tapachula, 
Chiapas, says in a report just received: 

“The marimba said to have been 
found in use among the Indians when 
the conquerors arrived. It at the 
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present time in common use in Chiapas 
and through the southern regions of 
Mexico; also in Guatemala. It might 
be compared to an enormous xylophone, 
but with the metallic sound absent, be- 
ing made entirely of wood, the body, 
which rests on four legs, constructed of 
cedar and the keys of hormiguilla wood, 
graduated strips of this latter reproduc- 
ing the different notes, the tones soft- 
ened and resonated by sounding boxes 
underneath, sized according to the low or 
high notes; gum is used for joining the 
weod, woolen strings for holding the 
loose wooden keys on top, and the small 
vibration holes at the bottom of the 
sounding boxes are covered with pigskin 
to hold it in place. 

“The marimba is played by four men, 
who strike the keys with what might 
be likened to diminutive drumsticks, 
made of hard wood and tipped with rub- 
ber. Many of these men play in a mas- 
terly style that astonishes and charms 
the unaccustomed listener. The tones 
produced are somewhat similar to those 
ot the harp, and the arias rendered are 
often indescribably sweet and emotional, 
most of them native compositions, re- 
sembling in character the plaintive 
music of Andalusia.”

WINNIPEG—The question of a Win- 
nipeg interfational exposition for 1914 is 
still undecided. 

When the matter was first presented 
to the attention of the premier and his 
ministers more than a vear ago Sir Wil- 
told the members of the 


fred Laurier 
committee who waited upon him to re- 
turn to Winnipeg and satisfy him that 
they could raise locally at least half the 
amount they asked the government to 
appropriate. He said that they might 
then nope for some favorable action. 

The committee raised $2,500,000 by 
subscription in record time and then 
asked the government for an _ equal 
amount, but action was delayed on va- 
rious grounds until the premier stopped 
here in July on his western tour. He 
then told the committee that he could 
not give the subject any consideration 
until his return to Ottawa in October. 

As early as consistent, after he got 
back the committee asked for an ap- 
pointment and Sir Wilfred named a 
time. They accordingly waited upon 
him last week only to be told-that he 
would give a definite answer to their re- 
quest as soon as it could be made. 

The committee returned to Winnipeg 
hopeful for early favorable action, but it 
is believed here that strong influences in 
the East are at work to defeat the ap- 
propriation and that these influences 
have the sympathy of some local citizens 
who do not favor the exposition, believ- 
ing that the after effects might do Win- 
nipeg more harm than good. 

In the meantime the prospects of a 
successful world’s exposition by 1914 are 
seach every day.

AS HIGH AS $5000 
IN CAPE COLONY, 


United States Consuls Fur: 
nish Information as_ to 
Their Value and Also That 
of the Feathers. 


WASHINGTON—Those desiring to cut 
down millinery bills by raising the fan?- 
ily supply of ostrich feathers can get all 
necessary information from reports just 
received from certain United States con- 
suls. It is set forth that a German ani- ~ 
mal dealer will supply Blue Nile ostriches 
at $476 each. 

A pair of East or West African os- 
triches can be obtained for $715 or a pair 
from Somali for $430. The German dealer 
has_150 of the millinery producers. He 
hatches ostrich eggs in incubators. The 
buildings in which the grown birds are 
kept are not heated, even in winter, 

In Cape Colony, South Africa, there 
are about 500,000 tame ostriches, and it 
is estimated that the number in all 
other countries does not exceed 30,000. 
The price of $5000 has been paid for a 
single Cape Colony bird. Feathers are 
sold at auction. At the last sale prices 
ranged from $175 to $200 a pound. A 
pound of white feathers that had taken 
a prize at an exhibition brought $440. 

Residents of German Southwest Africa 
raise a number of the birds, but most 
of them have found the ro to be 
unprofitable. .

POTATOES AND CODFISH, 

One pint of diced cold potatoes,. one- 
half cup of picked codfish, one-half cup of 
cracker crumbs, one-half level teaspoon- 
ful of salt, one-eighth level teaspoonful | 
of pepper, one level tablespoonful of flour, 
one rounded tablespoonful of butter, 
1% cups milk. Take a_ piece! 
of dried codfish and pick 
from it until you have enough. 
into a small basin, 
and put on the stove. As soon as the 
water heats throw it away and add fresh 
water. Do this until the fish is fresh 
enough. Melt the butter and then add 
to it the salt, pepper and flour, and blend 
together until there are no lumps. Seald 
the milk and then add to the butter and 
flour. Cook all these ingredients together 
until smooth and creamy. 

Put the codgsh in the bottom of a but- 
tered baking tin, then the potatoes and | 
the cream.

Add 
grated rind of two oranges and _ boil 
seven or eight minutes. »- Remove from 
fire. Add soaked gelatine and the juice 
of three lemons, three oranges and a pint 
of grape juice; strain; let mixture cool; 
then freeze and serve in small glasses set 
on grape leaves. 

BANANA ICE CREAM. 

Remove skins from four bananas and 
scrape, then force through a sieve. To 
banana pulp add 1% cupful of sugar, 114 
tablespoonfuls of lemon juice, a_ few 
grains of salt and one quart of thin 
cream. Freeze, using three parts of finely 
crushed ice to one part of rock salt, 
which insures a smooth, fine grained con- 
sistency. Serve in glasses and gar- 
nish with sections of banana slices and 
eandied cherries.

POSTAL DEFICIT IS REDUCED

It is not difficult to 
believe that within a short time they 
will, in cities, exceed the number of horse- 
drawn vehicles. It is on farms and, gen- 
erally, in rural districts that wagons 
drawn by horses will for a long time 
hold the place of supremacy.

London music notes.

| Eeovanaiegy production of Eugen’ nobody could deny that it is absolutely | new Symphony orchestra under the di- 


dAlbert’s opera “Tiefland,” 
Covent Garden, has again brought to) 
light the extraordinary perverseness of | 
a London musical audience. 

This opera, which has had such enorm- 
ous success everywhere in Germany, has, 
for some unknown reason, drawn but 
small audiences at the two performances’ 
already given at Covent Garden, and the 
reception given to the work cannot be 
said to have been in any degree en- 
thusiastic. 

It is difficult to account for this, unless 
it is the English inability to hear intelli- 
gently or to appreciate anything musical 
which is new to them. 

During the “season,” the opera house 
at Covent Garden is generally crowded. 

A great many people subscribe for 

boxes and stalls, not, it is to be re- 
gretted, always solely because of their 
love for music, but rathér because it is 
the fashionable thing to do. 
, And one ig forced to this conclusion 
by the accounts of the opera published 
in the daily press, when more importance 
is frequently attached to the names of 
the persons present and to the dresses 
and jewels worn by the ladies than to 
the performance of the artists. 

From these facts, there is but one con- 
clusion to be drawn, namely, that the 
English are not so musical as they would 
have us believe, and it certainly does not 
speak well for London that the first per- 
formances of so interesting a work as 
“Tiefland” should have been attended 
by so few people, 

On the other hand, the success of such 
a work as “Elektra” is a surprise; this 
may, however, be accounted for, more 
by the excitement and amazement pro- 
duced by the plot than by the under- 
standing of the music. 

“Tiefland” was first produced at 
Prague in November, 1903, and has since 
been heard in all the great operatic 
centers in Germany where it has drawn, 
and still continues to draw, crowded 
houses. 

The story has been familiarized to 
many London pleygoers by Signor 
Grasso and the Sicilian players, though 
it has of necessity been considerably 
modified in its adaption for operatic pur- 
poses. 

Perhaps the most effective part of the 
whole opera is the prologue which takes 
place up in the mountains, and in which 
the contrast is brought out between 
Pedro with his simple trust and faith, 
living a secluded life in his shephérd’s 
hut high up in the Pyrenees, and the

GOVERNMENT OFFERS 


UNALLOTTED LAND IN 
OKLAHOMA FOR SALE 


Secretary of the Interior, 
With the Approval of Pres- 
ident Taft, to Dispose of 
8,015,000 Acres.

TIME SET 


" WASHINGTON — All the unallottéd 
lands of the five civilized tribes of In- 
dians in Oklahoma, approximating 
1,650,000 acres, and the forested area in 
the Choctaw Nation, amounting to about 
1,365,000 acres, are to be sold at public 
auction, according to a decision reached 
by the secretary of the interior. 

This decision, involving the disposal of 
3,015,000 acres of land, came as a result 
of the recent visit of Secretary Ballinger 
and Mr. Valentine, commissioner of In- 
dian affairs, to Oklahoma, a study of the 
status of the property rights of ‘the five 
civilized tribes and conferences with 
President Taft. 

The land will be sold by counties con- 
tinuously from Nov. 21, 1910, to March 
1, 1911. The lands to be sold immedi- 
ately under this decision amount to ap- 
proximately 1,650,000 acres, divided as 
follows: = 

Seminole nation, 3460 acres, divided 
into 110 tracts; Creek and Cherokee na- 
tions, 114,000 acres, in 4000 tracts, and 
and Chickasaw nations, 1,540,- 
000 acres, in 10,000 tracts. 

' The minimum price which will be ac- 
cepted for the lands is declared in each 
advertisement, and the terms call for 25 
per cent at time of sale, 25 per cent in 


‘\six months, and 50 per cent within 18 


months, with interest at 6 per cent. 
The sale of the ferested area of the 
Choctaw nation will take place later, it 


‘being necessary to make a new appraise- 


ment. Under the law these lands, which 
aggregate about 1,365,000 acres, will not 
be sold in tracts larger than 640 acres 
each. 

The department will not be able to 
Close up all the tribal lands of the Five 
Civilized tribes until Congress makes pro- 
vision for the sale of the cqal and 
asphalt lands covered by what are known 
as the segregated lands, and also pro- 


wides for the disposition of the coal de- 


posits. 
These lands amount to about 445,000 


acres, inclusive of the leased area. Con- 
gress will be asked at the pext session 
to give the integior départment this au- 
thority.

The individual reserve standing of 
local national banks, members of the 
Boston clearing house, at present and 
a week ago, is presented in the table 
given below. In addition to the legal 
reserve carried here and in New York 
(one half may stand in the form ‘of 
deposits with the New York correspond- 
ent banks), we compute what may be 
called actual reserve at present, as indi- 
cated by the excess reserve in New 
York. The excess of deposits with New 
York reserve agents over the amount 
which may be counted as haf of legal 
reserve is here counted part of reserves 
instead of simply an offset to deposit 
liabilities, as is done in figuring legal 
resery 

The excess actual reserve over 25 
per cent denotes the amount which might 
deducted from the total reserves in 
both cities, Boston and New York, and 
still leave the legal reserve intact.

SHOE AND LEATHER TRADE) 


Large Orders are Placed for Footwear and Prices are 
Thought to Have Reached Lowest Level for Time 


Being at Least—Many Visiting Buyers. 


Lincoln street has been a busy place 
for the last four weeks. The midseason 
visit of the shoe buyers from all parts of 
the country gave an impetus to the trade 
quite agreeable to note, and coming as 
they did while preparations were being 
made to start the salesmen on their reg- 
ular semi-annual trips, the lining up of 
new samples for 1911 and other details 
incident to an opening for the coming 
season were in progress aroused both em- 
ployer and employees from that condi- 
tion of inertia which a waiting market is 

apt to create. 

A glance at the late files of the Mot 
itor will show a steadily increasing num- 


ber of visiting buyers, and the editions | 


of Oct. 19 gave a list of 40 names, tlie 
largest number since the regular season 
in July. 

While some manufacturers were in- 
clined to belittle the importance of this 
influx of trade, those who watch the 
trend of affairs know that but one pur- 
pose actuated every one of those buyers 
and that was carefully to place con- 
tracts for present and future delivery. 
Two Jarge orders for ladies’ vici kid 
bots were taken, one for over 30,000 and 
the other for over 40,000 pairs. These 
orders make a record amount for the 
year and will be as gratifying to the 
South street leather merchants as it was 
to the footwear makers, and will serve 
as an indisputable truth that vici kid is 
not likely to follow the course which 
Jed curacoa kid and tampeco goat into 
oblivion. As one large maker of ladies’ 
shoes puts it, fancy creations may come 
and go, but the trio of patent, gun metal 
and vici kid will stay as reliable staples 
forever. 

The end of the list of mid-season buy- 
ers has by no means been reached, as 
many more are expected this and the 
following week. 

Little is now heard about prices; all 
are convinced that they are buying as 
low as is consistent with their interests. 
Both the manufacturer and wholesale 
buyer are placing contracts with a confi- 
dence born of conviction. 

Men’s and boys’ footwear have received 


the special attention of the buyers, but | 


that is usually the case and the wisest | 
among them can give no reason for it. 
Some “right smart” orders were taken 
and many not so “smart.” Ladies’ 
misses’ goods were quite conspicuously 
remembered, as most of the Lynn and 
Haverhill factories will attest if one 
should but pass within hearing of the 
moving machinery. It is also gratifying 
to learn that the factories making spe- 
cialties of children’s shoes were not for- 
gotten, and it was stated that they are 
now busy from cutting to packing room. 
The season for making warm shoes and 
Christmas slippers is nearing a close and 
the factories specializing these goods are 
rushed to fulfill contract obligations.

Kangaroos and glove grain have been 
good sellers all the week, and judging 
from what the factory buyers have ad- 
mitted the two grades will finda ready 
demand from now on to the close of the 
season. Chrome side leather is not as 
‘easy to get as has been the case hereto- 
fore, both black and colors have been 
freely called for and the tanners now 
show no willingness to book January de- 
liveries at present prices. 

Caif skins, box, colored or waxed fin- 
ishes, are a valuable asset for the South 
street merchant today, for he finds him- 
self in a position where a profit is no 
longer a dream, nejther is the oppor- 
tunity to exercise the privilege of dic- 
tating terms and prices a forgotten pre- 
rogative. A lively business in this 
leather has caused the output to hustle, 
to keep pace with the demand. 

Heavy and medium weight finished 
splits have felt the enlivening. trade 
impetus, and the surplus has been re- 
duced to a minimum, but, the Ight 
weight split is moving only under the 
influence of an unprofitable price. The 
light leathers for ladies’ goods such as 
patent, gun metal and vici kid are also 
on the move toWard the cutting rooms of 
shoe factories. The fad for velvet, suede 
and satins is surely approaching its twi- 


light, as far as footwear is concerned, 


and liberal trading in the former has 
been reported this past week. 

Considering what is known and what 
is stated, it is certain that a very much 
improved tone is manifested in the en- 
tire leather market, and a _ prediction 
that prices will not remain where they 
now are is nearer the truth than many 
imight admit, and the change will not 
be lower either.

conveniences which her kitchen affords, 
she need not smile too superciliously at

hold utensils that were in use 2000 years 
ago, as exhibited in the National Museum 
at Naples. Soucepans lined with silver, 
pails richly inlaid with arabesques in 
silver, and shovels handsomely carved 
figure among the household goods of 
those times. 

An egg frame that would cook 20 eggs 
at once and pastry molds shaped like 
shells bring to thought luxuries of the 
kitchen of 2000 years ago. Gridirons and 
frying pans, tart dishes and cheese grat- 
ers were in use then as now.

supplied. Ivory combs, bottles of per- 
fume, buttons, hairpins, and even a hair 
net of gold wire figure in the museum. 

Bronze thimbles and spindles are to be 
seen among the relics. The Roman lady 
even had her safety pin, for there is a 
specimen of this little convenience 
which, before the one in the Naples 
museum was found, was believed to be 
a strictly modern invention. 

The Roman lady, however, apparently 
lacked one essentia!. She had no hair 
brush. Neither had she a glass mirror.

Draper, his Republican 
opponent, is a questionable method. Massachusetts is as well con- 
vinced as most states that some remedy for the high cost of living 
must be applied eventually, and has grown reasonably certain, also, 
that tariff, revision downward 1s the basic means to that end. It will 
be a difficult matter, however, for Congressman Foss or anybody 
else to make New Englanders understand readily how the Governor 
can do much about these things.

Massachusetts’ fourteen congressmen for tariff revision and _ reci- 
procity. He must remember that oftentimes the congressmen influ- 
ence the Governor, and that a Democratic incumbent might not be 
favored unusually.

In this connection it/is impossible to refrain from contrasting 
the attitude of Mr. Foss with that of the men at whom his persistent 
attacks are aimed, although they, too, have been drawn more or 
less into recriminations and personalities. There is no reason why 
dignity of utterance and verification of facts cannot be insisted upon 
in political campaigns, as well as elsewhere. Above all, Massachusetts 
wants a Governor who, irrespective of party, will govern the state 
wisely and well, without thinking too much of directing Congress 
or conducting international negotiations.

recovered trom the surprise that came when 
the British-Japanese alliance was announced, 
betore a new state of affairs is intimated as 
among the possibilities. The latest phase is 
presented in the form of a prospective 
alliance between Japan and Germany and the intimation that a 
further readjustment of international amenities is at hand. 

The coming visit to Japan of the German crown prince is 
naturally looked upon as indicating a desire of the rulers of the 
respective countries to become better acquainted. Imperor William 
is too astute a diplomat to announce openly that the eastern tour 
of his oldest son has Tokio as its objective point. The heir to 
the German throne, it is told, will make a general visit in those 
parts of the world; he will go to the Philippines, also: he will 
extend the hand of friendship wherever he enters, and there will be 
no slighting of nations or peoples. But no prospective ruler of a 
great country ever went abroad without the nations standing watch, 
even though it has been the case with all royal heirs that foreign 
travel has constituted a principal feature of their education for 
rulership. 

Leading papers of Tokio advance the belief that Germany no 
longer aspires to keep down the Japanese, and that the German 


attitude that promised serious intervention in 1895 no longer exists. 
That Japan and Russia have reached an understanding in 
Manchuria and Korea, the Japanese consider no drawback to the 
further friendship with Germany. Naturally, there are those who 
believe that the rumored move may have a tendency to strengthen 
the existing alliance between England and Japan, but it is considered 
advisable to refrain from commenting on the alliance already in 
effect. It would appear plausible that better understandings could 
have no tendency to disrupt present friendships. 

Relative to Japan’s foreign policy, the next budget of the empire 
will call for a naval appropriation for $40,000,000. This means 
nothing less than that the Japanese are preparing for eventualities. 
Count Katsura, minister of finance, in the same breath announces 
absolute necessity for the navy loan and Japan’s expectation of 
continued peace. In Iingland they are fully acquainted with the 
utterances of the Mikado’s mouthpiece, which mean in effect that 
the free trade policy of Great Britain precludes the necessity of a 
trade convention. ‘The unwritten pact between Russia and Japan 
has not had time to show its portent, but England is sure to look 
carefully after her foreign business and she will be quick to check 
any attempt to take advantage of her away from home. 

In South America, where the German element has been among 
the preponderating influences, the influx of the Japanese has for 
some time been under consideration. Only the Pacific ocean lies 
between the island empire and the western continent. In 
ever-increasing numbers Japanese merchantmen now ply that sea. 
At the present time neither the United States, Canada, Australia 
nor South Africa is open entirely to Japanese immigration, whereas 
Latin-America invites it. Brazil, Chile, even Mexico, are on record 
as satisfied to have the Japanese aid in developing their natural 


resources. ee: 
Aside from Japan’s relations with Germany, her colonial 


, 


expansion in Korea and elsewhere, and the extent to which the 
Japanese may come to South America, all nations will watch closely 
the trade treaties which the Mikado is to conclude by the end of 
the year. It is pointed out that these treaties will show where lie 
the actual interests of the east as regards the western nations. 
Germany neglects no opportunity to extend her markets, and it wil! 
be interesting to see the character of the treaty to be entered into 
betweén the two countries. At the present time the greater portion 
of Japanese exports go to France and the United States. As a 
matter of self-interest, it would hardly seem reasonable for Japan 
to give commercial advantages to one country, when by so doing 
she endangers her chances elsewhere. \Vhatever a new arrangement 
between Germany and the Japanese may develop, it is scarcely 
possible that it will interfere with the trade of other nations equally 
anxious to maintain the political and commercial peace of all 
countries.

embryonic movements to prevent unnecessary 
noisemaking. All the world seems awaken- 
ing to a sense of the incongruous that was 
allowed to creep in until some one discovered 
that it had no business anywhere. Dust, 
refuse, smoke and other inharmonious accumulations are irrecon- 
cilable with the scheme that includes symmetrical rows of buildings, 
beautiful playgrounds, drives and other accompaniments of progress. 
Up-to-date men and women everywhere, individually and by means 
of organization, have lent their efforts to the abolishment of a 
form of advertising that cannot vie oy equal terms with the 
newspaper, the magazine and other periddicals distributed by the 
energetic carrier. 

Through all their campaigns runs: an admirable element of 
consistency that demands civic improvements in keeping with the 
eradual advance of thought and methods of living. The handsome 
dwelling needs no hovel to set it off. The modern block, neatly 
designed, looks better elsewhere than beside a dumping ground. 
Nearly immaculate streets, like those of some modern towns and 
cities, complete the picture. .\ New Yorker, writing home from 
London, contrasts the highways of London with those of New 
York in respect to cleanliness, to the disadvantage of the American 
metropolis. London's streets, including the great thoroughtares and 
the poorest Jcast Itnd alleys, he finds superior to New York's far 
west Sixties or Seventies; recreation places in Britain's capital, he 
discovers, are not littered Ike Union and Madison squares or 
Central park, while ponds and lakes in London parks are kept 
noticeably clear. \Vindow flower-boxes are common in London, 
whereas in America these beauty spots are opposed itn some 
municipalities by regulations. These observations point important 
lessons for American municipalities everywhere. 

Yet even the smaller centers of population have joined with 
zest in elaborating plans for improvement. [Enforcement of 
previously ignored ordinances has been the initial step with some, 
and others have legislated anew from the start. But the desire 
for more altruistic surroundings, inherent everywhere in. local 
pride, is taking form in new departures that become manifest in 
home and public utilities. The signboard and smoke troubles already 
are abating, and unnecessary noise, another member of the same 
clan, is the subject of handwriting on the wall.

Not only 
materially but morally a considerable change has come over these 
possessions during the last few years. As the natives prosper they 
become more contented. Contentment brings good order, and the

PrESIDEN’t TArt’s declaration at Ellis island 
recently in favor of the diversion of immi- 
gration from the ports which at present The 
practically receive the entire inflow meets 
with warm commendation on all sides, but President and 
the point is raised that there is a vast 
difference between favoring a change of this Immigration 
kind and bringing it into effect. The stream 

of foreign immigration has been flowing | 
for years toward New York, Boston, ~ 
Philadelphia and Baltimore. ‘Transportation companies, immigration 
agencies, the countries from which immigrants are drawn, and the 
inmigrants themselves, have come to regard the ports named as 
the only gateways to the United States. The main stream flows 
into New York, of course, but Boston and Philadelphia receive a 
large share of the traffic. 

No objection is raised against any of these ports. The 
arrangements for the reception of immigrants have been greatly 
improved in New York in recent years. Boston and Philadelphia 
are not so well provided with facilities as they desire to be, but 
they will soon have first-class accommodations. ‘The objection to 
a continuance of the system of landing practically all immigrants 
at the ports named is based upon. the fact that a very large 
percentage of the immigrants cling to the cities where they land, 
or settle down in the immediate vicinity. 

Sentiment in favor of a wider distribution of the immigrants 
will not change present conditions, and it is difficult to see how 
a change can be expected by law. The emigrant must be granted 
the right to say where he shall be landed when he purchases his 
passage ticket. Upon his arrival he must be granted the right to 
say where he shall settle. At present, however, it is not altogether 
a matter of free choice with him. Much less is it a matter of 
personal judgment. He follows the crowd, and upon arriving he 
is most likely to settle down among the compatriots whom he finds 
at the nearest point to the steamer wharf. 

A solution of the problem may be found in a movement already 
afoot in New York for the better distribution of Jews. Speaking 
at the Young Men's Hebrew Association lately Jacob H. Schiff, 
touching upon the deflection of immigration of Jews from New 
York, said: “I wish I could take every one of our persecuted people 
out of Russia and bring them to the United States, but I would 
be a bad citizen if I asked them to stay in New York. This 
country has room for two or three million more Jews. We want 
them to come. But we want to facilitate their going away from 
New York.” The movement alluded to is intended to divert them 
before they reach this coast. This can only be done by inducing 
them to take passage for ports in other parts of the country. 
Galveston has heen proposed, and there is hope that a line of steamers 
can be run to that port from the present principal ports of 
embarkation for Jewish emigrants on the other side. 

In like manner other immigration could be diverted from the 
Atlantic seaports. The necessary steps, however, seem to be left 
to those in this country who are nearest to each class of immigrants. 
President Taft can go only so far as to see to it that such 
movements have the sympathy and cooperation of the government’s 
inmmigration officers. In all he may do in this direction he will 
be assured of the hearty support of the public. The distribution 
of immigrants is one very closely allied to the distribution of labor 
and increased production. 


ADVANCEMENT of a group of states, as well 
as a community, depends upon the elements 
therein making for development. New The 
England, hitherto self-sufficient in her 
ultra-conservatism, has sensed the need of 
an awakening, and has progressive factors | 
at work. Among these, the Pilgrim Publicity | 
Association searches for latent possibilities | 
more than for changes already wrought, and, | 
building on the rock of optimism, starts a 
movement that, once fully under’ way, would have powerful 
momentum. Therefore, the remarks of Bernard J. Rothwell, 
president of that association, made recently before the 400 members, 
are valuable as conclusions reached by a keen and discriminating 
observer. According to Mr. Rothwell, the pathway to permanent 
success lies along the development of exceptional technical skill. 
When New England reigns supreme in the industrial arts, he 
intimates, she can hew her own future, for it is the “farms and 
smokestacks that count.” 

Those who have watched Boston for the last ten years need 
no assurance of that citys notable growth in population and 
prosperity, and the transformation that has made it cosmopolitan. 
Proximity to the Massachusetts capital has influenced smaller Bay 
state cities to take on similar characteristics. Connecticut and 
Rhode Island long have copied New York. Parts of Maine, New 
Hampshire, Vermont and rural Massachusetts are the only refuge 
of the old non-progressive doctrine. There, distinct lines are drawn

between farming and manufacturing. Each concentrates in chosen. 


localities, and while they are closely associated in their joint work 
for progress, these two industries ‘lack interdependence. ‘The factory 
is viewed unfavorably in the residential section; small cities and 
towns only infrequently offer it inducements in the way of temporary 
exemption from taxation; and the natural tendency is toward factory 
centralization in places like Lynn, Lowell, Haverhill, Nashua, 
Manchester, Brockton, Fall River and New Bedford, typical hives 
of industry. All New England is welcoming enthusiastically the 
moneyed man who turns back to the soil; but it would be taking 
unwarranted liberties with facts to make the same broad statement 
in regard to feeling toward the wealthy manufacturer who seeks a 
location in the country for his place of business. 

Back in some of the New England states are wide areas of 
fertile but uncultivated land, the price of which is nominal. There 
is ample room for farms, and with the establishment of more small 
communities would come additional railway facilities, so easily 
furnished when the need is felt. Near many of the smaller cities 
and towns to the north are available locations handy to shipping 
points with water or electric power and practically everything that 
the manufacturer regards as primely necessary. The factory figures 
tremendously in growth of population, industry and wealth. 
Southern and central New England have profited by recognition of 
that point, and the lesson might be taught more widely. Cities 
and towns where development has been slow do well to offer 


attractive inducements to the manufacturer. It must be remembered. 


that.the smokestacks count as well as the farms. 
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
